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ABSTRACT 



This report discusses tuition, fee costs, and related 
information at Iowa Community Colleges. Highlights include: (1) the average 

Iowa community college tuition increased $489 or 34% between fiscal year 1993 
and fiscal year 2001; (2) the average tuition for the 2001 fall and spring 

semesters was $1,937; (3) in 1980, tuition and fees generated 24% of the 

total operating funds; (4) in fiscal year 2000, 39% of the total operating 
funds we J re generated through tuition and fees; (5) the average tuition was 
$647 (48%) above the national average, according to the National Center for 
Educational Statistics; (6) Iowa ranks fourth in tuition when compared with 
the surrounding states of South Dakota, Minnesota, Wisconsin, Illinois, 
Missouri, Nebraska, and Kansas; (7) in fiscal year 1999, the colleges 
collected $115.5 million from tuition and fees, which represented 38.9% of 
the general operating funds; and (8) in fiscal year 1999 the Regents' 
institutions collected $232.4 million from tuition and fees, representing 
29.9% of the general university funding. Contains numerous tables and charts.

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Executive Summary 



The following report provides the tuition and fee costs and related information. Some of the 

findings include the following: 

• The average Iowa Community College tuition increased $489 or 34% from fiscal year 1 993 to 
fiscal year 2001. 

• The average Iowa Co mmuni ty College tuition for fall and spring semesters, 2001 is $1,937. 

• The difference in annual tuition cost among the Iowa Community Colleges continues to 
decrease. Since 1993, the difference from the highest annual tuition cost to lowest annual 
tuition cost has decreased from $626.00 to $270.00. 

• In 1980, tuition and fees generated 24% of the total operating funds of Iowa Community 
Colleges. In fiscal year 2000, 39% of the total operating funds of Iowa Community Colleges 
was generated through tuition and fees. 

• Iowa Community Colleges average tuition of $1,975 is $647 or 48% above the national 
average of $1,328 according to the Digest of Education Statistics 2000, National Center for 
Education Statistics (NCES). 

• Iowa ranks 4 th in tuition when compared to the surrounding states of South Dakota, 

Minnesota, Wisconsin, Illinois, Missouri, Nebraska, and Kansas. 

• In fiscal year 1999, Iowa Community Colleges collected $1 15.5 million from tuition and fees 
which represents 38.9% of the general operating funds. According to the Tuition Policy of the 
Board of Regents Report prepared by the Legislative Fiscal Bureau, in the same year the 
regents’ institutions collected $232.4 million from tuition and fees, representing 29.9% of the 
general university funding. 
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Tuition Comparison within the Iowa Community Colleges 



Table 1 demonstrates how the average annual tuition for Iowa Community Colleges continues to 
become more uniform across the state. Iowa code limits the total tuition for Iowa residents 
attending community colleges so as not to exceed the lowest tuition rate per semester charged by 
a regents’ institution for a full-time resident student. 

• Since 1993, the difference from the highest annual tuition to lowest annual tuition has 
decreased from $626.00 to $270.00. 

• Over this period of time, those with the highest annual tuition increased $364.00 or 21% while 
the lowest annual tuition increased $720.00 or 65%. 

• The total increase in annual average tuition over the time period from 1993-2001 is $489.00 or 
34%.

Table 2 reflects the same trend toward a more uniform tuition rate of the tuition per credit hour. 

• Over the past nine years, the average per credit hour tuition rate has increased $15.48. 

• The difference between the highest per credit hour rate and lowest per credit hour rate 
decreased from $27.50 in fiscal year 1993 to $ 9.00 in fiscal year 2001. 

• In fiscal year 2001, the average per credit hour tuition is $64.58.

The following information uses data from the Digest of Education Statistics 2000 published by 
the National Center for Education Statistics. This report provides us with the most recent national 
higher education tuition data available. The information will differ from the previous section as 
the Digest data is based on survey information voluntarily supplied by two-year institutions across 
the nation. Iowa Department of Education tables are based on information provided and verified 
by the Iowa Community Colleges to the Bureau of Community Colleges. 

• Iowa has the 14 th highest tuition cost for community colleges in the nation. 

• From 1 996-97 to 1 998-99, Iowa’s tuition increased 7% while the national average 
increased 4%. 

• Of the surrounding states, Iowa ranks 4 out of 8 in average tuition cost. 

• Iowa Community College average tuition of $ 1 ,975 is $647 or 48% above the national 
average of $1,328.

Tables 7, 8, and 9 demonstrate the relationship of the Iowa Community College tuition rates to the 
tuition rates of the Iowa Regents’ institutions. 

• The Iowa Regents’ institutions increased tuition between 3-5% annually from 1993 
through 2001. 

• Iowa Community Colleges increased tuition between 3-5% annually from 1993 
through 2001. 

• Iowa Community College tuition increased a total of 34% between fiscal year 1993 
and fiscal year 2001 compared to 39% increase for the regents’ institutions in the same 
period of time. 

• In 2000-2001, the regents’ institutions capped their full-time resident tuition at the 
three universities at $2,906. 

• Four (4) Iowa Community Colleges have tuition caps. Iowa Community College caps 
range from 18-21 credits. (Students are not charged the per credit hour costs for taking 
courses above the cap.)
